in the life of the earth, As the 
gun has risen and set every day, 
without obvious changes, for 
innumerable centuries, philéso- 
phers have, given it respectful 
xalutation “and then turned to 
the study of apparently more 
changeable and interesting 
things. But a moment's thought 
shows that every change in the 
parent and support of the solar 
system should be reflected in 
corresponding changes in the 
events on curth, writes the 
Scientifie Correspondent of the 
Mancheater, Guardian. ' 

As the sun’a constancy 
most prominent quatit 
Jows that its variatic are ree 
latively not Jarge, They could 
not be ensily detected without 
refined instruments and methods 
of observation, 

Thus the most notable solar 
variation, the Je in the num- 
ber of sun-spots, was not dis- 
covered until 1843, by Sehwabe.

Evidence Of Trees 

One of the most interesting 
pieces of evidence is. provided by 
big trees in California and else- 
where. These may be many cen- 
turies old, and each year of age 
is recorded by a ring, It ia 
found that the width of the 
rings inerenses ‘and decreases in 
size over a range of about eleven 
years... The treea grow fastest 
when sun-spot activity is xrent- 
eat. ‘This is probably due to In- 
creased rainfall and radiation, 
including light, heat, and ultra- 
violet rays. Douglass was able 
to trace a eycle in the rings of 
one tree for the years 1603 to 
1910, and in two other trees for 
the period from 1386" to 1503. 

The water levela in the great 
African Inkes, Albert, ictoria, 
Tanganyika, and the likes closes 
ly follow the sun-spot cycle, The 
valuable data of the high and 
low levels of the Nile between 
A.D. 622 and 1470 published by 
Prince Omar Toussoun have 
helped | Brooks to demonstrate 
that here is « periodicity of 77 
yenrs (seven sun-spot cycles) in 
the height of the Nile floods, Sir 
William Beveridge found 3 
perlodicity~ of 35.5 years (three 
eyeles) in wheat prices between 
1500 and 1870. 


Earthquake Cycles 

Chinese records show 4 cyele 
in earthquakes, As terrestrial 
magnetism ts closely affected by 
sun-spots frequent aurorae are 
an indication of maximum sun- 
spot activity. There are nurora 
records for 503 B.C. 80 that 
year was probably near the peak 
of a sun-spot cycle. 

The annual deposits of sedi- 
ment in lakes also show a per- 
jodicity in thickness, There is 
n geological deposit in Colorado 
and Utah which contains 1,200,- 
000 Jaminae (layers), covering a 
period of 600 000 years, They 
shaw periodicities of about 12, 
50 and 21,630 years, The first 
ig supposed to be due to the 
sun-spot cycle and the lust to 
the procession of the equinoxes, 

Sir Georye Simpson, the direc- 
tor of the Meteorological Oftice, 
haa examined — the geological 
evidence of climatic chiinges over 
the whole world during the 
Quaternary period, He estimates 
that the temperature was then 5 
dey. to 10 dex. C. hotter than 
at present and has caleulnted that 
the sun is a variable star with 
a range of 20 per cent. in the 
intensity of its radiation and a 
period of nhout 100,000 years, 

I. T. Stetson remarks that 
four out of the five lust major 
economic depressions have fol- 
lowed the periods when sun-spot 
activity was at Its lowest. He 
suggests thot there may be & 
relation between the sun-spot 
cycle and the operation of the 
duetleas glands in human beings. 
This would produce an eleven- 
year cycle in) human optimism 
and pessimism. 

The commanding position of 
the sun must enable its varia- 
tions to have influence In all of 
these things. But the stitistical 


evidence for most of this in- 


fluence is’ not yet. good, thouxh 
it is suggestive. Further research, 
will probably give some remark- 
able results in tho future.

OR seventeen years Lady 
Astor has been famous as 
the first woman in history to 
cross the threshold of the House 
of Commons—and she was born 
a Virginian at that. And now, 
this year, she has the added dis- 
tinction of heading the largest 


“family party” in the House. 


There used to be three Astors in 
the House. To-day thre are four, 
‘the ‘forth being ‘Lady Astor's 
eldest son, William) Waldorf 
Astor. 


Fathers and their sons have 
sionally sat together in’ the 
Commons, but not until now h 
‘a mother and her gon. been M.P.'s 
together. Ineluding © Lady 
Astor's husband, who sits across 
the lobby in the House of Lords, 
there are now five Astors in the 
British Parliament! 
But don't believe they vote as 
a family. They are apt to have 
ideas of their own on political 
questions and to vote according 
ly, And Lady Astor — from 
whatever point she is regarded 
—ia in a unique position, She 
has never had a predecessor in 
British polities and Jin’ the na- 
ture of things she can never 
have a successor. Th was her 
destiny to blaze the women’s 
trail through the prejudices of a 
— House whose green benches had 
been snered to men for six hun- 
dred years, Such a thing can 
only happen: once. . 


Hopes Pinned On Her. 


HAT this woman, who 
alone put her sex on the 

map at Westminster, thinks of 
Britain and what Britain thinks 
of her cannot but be matters of 
interest.

FOUR VACANT SEATS AT

The 
firat volume contains the report. 
properly speaking giving the gen- 
ern! {den of the problema and 
submitting recommendations 
which the mixed committee sug- 
gests the Assembly should make 
to the Governments. Volume 2 is 
a study of nutrition on physiolo- 
gical bases. 

In Volumes 3) and 4 readers 
will find. information collected by 
the mixed committee on nutrition 
in difforent countries and statis 
tics of the production, consunth- 
tion and prices of’ foodstuffs.
